of the representatives of Great Britain, 
France and Russia regarding tho pro- 
posed reforms, in Armenia has been de- 
livered to tho envoys.

The Turku 
government doea not agree to the prin- 
ciple of control or tho proposed reforms 
by the powers. After receiving the 
reply the envoys of tho three powers 
held a meeting at which they decided to

~re uovernments. Consequently inter- 
esting news may shortly bu Dashed 
From Ituyrottt, Syria, where it is be- 
lieved tho British ilect will ho called 
upon to support the demands of tho 
ihree powers.

liminary to reform, include the appoint- 
ment of IV high commijisionor from Ar-

Tim introduction of testimony wan 


,hen begun, itnd County Surveyor lloxio 
oronght in a diagram of tho street and 
store where tho shooting occurred, am) 
C. M. Kilburn was called as the IIrat 
witness. It wus in hia store that Boyd 
Uultlirop was killed. 


Thu witnuHB saw Jordan enter town 


that day, March 27th, in a wagon with 
another man. They tied tho team, and 
Jordan glanced sharply ahout him as if 
looking for some one. Presently he and 
Balthrop entered Kilhurn's ature, and 
Balthrop aaid to Jordan: "You seem 
to bu excited." Tho witness himself 
hud noticed an unnatural glare in Jor- 
dan's oyea, who nt once accused Bal- 
throp of having circulated slanderous 
reports concerning Mrs. Jordan. Thia 
waa denied by Balthrop, who further 
inform id Jordan that thy evening Irei- 
ijntur ws,uld contain a full denial of tho 
whole matter. 


The two men were near tlio door, and 


Jordan started to go out. Just tb«n a 
blow was struck by one or tho other o! 
the men, and there waa a brief ecufllo 
which ended by Jordan backing out upon 
the porch, pulling a long, heavy pistol, 
and shooting Balthrop, who walked into 
the store, pulling his own pistol, and 
fell, dying in a few moments. 


J. B. Campbell, clerk in KUburn'a 


drugstore, saw the homicide and gave 
his version of it. An effort was made 
by the defense to introduce the article 
published in theSelma fm'yntor ou that 
day, in which Balthrop denied he had 
spoken disparagingly of Mra. Jordan. 
But tho court ruled it out as improper 
evidence. 


Tho point in Campbell's testimony on 


which 
the defense cross-questioned 


most closely waa that wherein he stated 
that Balthrop had a drawn pistol in his 
hand when he came in at the door, after 
the shot waa fired. General Kittrell, 
attorney for Jordan, asked the witness 
if he were certain that Balthrop did not 
draw the pistol before Jordan fired. Mr. 
Campbell eaid that he did not see the 
whole actof drawing the piBtol,aml could 
not state whether it earao from coat or 
pants pocket, nor tho exact moment 
when it was drawn; but he saw Bal- 
throp entering the store after receiving 
the fatal shot, and then he waa in tho 
act of drawing hia pistol. The weapon 
was then outside hia pocket. He made 
a fruitless endeavor to raiee it to fire, 
but fell dead before he could do so. 


H. H. Kuhlman waa a witness to the 


shooting. He told tho story of what he 
saw. From the trend of the questions 
aakeil in croaa-examinaiion it is Been 
that the defense will be that Balthrop 
struck the blow in the store as Jordan 
waa passing out, and was following It up 
to the extent of drawing his pistolwhen 
Jordan fired. Tho testimony is that 
Jordan took long and deliberate aim, BO 
long in fact that some of those who saw 
the net came to the conclusion that he 
did not intend to ahoot. He held his 
revolver in both hands. It is a formid- 
able weapon with a long, rifled barrel, 
and ia tlio hands of one wbo under- 
stand using it, is little inferior to a 
Winchester rifle. 


The trial will bo resumed at 0 o'clock 


this morning.

STATE LABOR BUREAU. 


It eeeuiB liKely Hint Uie state will try 


tho experiment of operating a tree em- 
ployment bureau, for the benefit of 
laborers 
who urc 
unable to obtain 


work by individual effort. 
The new 


labor commissioner, Fitzgerald of Oak- 
land, ia fathering the proposition, and 
Governor Budd is eaut to have pi von it 
liia indorsement. 
T!>o intention ii"- 


poars to be to have the bureau in opera- 
tion at an early date, in order to meet 
the demands for labor in rural districts 
during the frnit and srape harvest. 


If properly managed the bureau can 


evidently be made a benefit to the white 
labor of the state aud also to employers 
o! labor, but it will require a good deal 
o£ intelligent 
ami 
active 
effort 
to 


put 
the 
institution 
on 
a 
useful 


basis. 
Thousands of 
Chinese 
and 


Japaneie are 
employed 
upon 
the 


vineyards and orchards of the state 
during the picking and drying season 
for the reason that contracts can be 
easily made with them in desired num- 
bers, and as a rule they can be depended 
on to live up to the terms ot their agree- 
ment. Employers have not been able 
to make binding contracts for whit- 
labor, and in too many cases indiscrim- 
inate hiring of white men offering their 
services has resulted disastrously. 
If 


the state bureau of labor can prepare 
itself to furnish white laborers in the 
desired numbers and give the employer 
a reasonable guarantee that the men 
will fulfill their part o! the contract if 
he performs his part of it, there IB no 
reason why large numbers of Chinese 
And Japanese should not be supplanted 


\>y deaervinK white laborers. 


Another Important feature could prof- 


itably be taken into consideration. In 
Fresno and other localities where there 
are many small farms there are a large 
number of employern who are not pre- 
pared to fnrnish board and lodgings to 
the number of men they require durinc 
the picking season. To these Chinese 
or Japanese labor has been a necessity, 
for both prefer to furnish their own ac- 
commodations. 
Crews of white men 


equipped with a tent for cooking ar.d 
other simple 
camping 
paraphenalia 


could find many weeks of employment 
in vineyards and orchards in this and 
other localities in the state. 


If the proposed labor bureau ia some- 


thing elao than a perfunctory organiza- 
tion to giro employment to a few unem- 
ployed politicians, and if it devotes itself 
earnestly to the practical details of the 
work necessary to be done, there is rea- 
son for the hope that » great deal will 
be accomplished for the benefit of. all 
concerned.

cal Society wae held at the office of Dr 
E. 0. Dunn last evening, Dr. J. L. Mau* 
pin presiding. The paper for the even- 
ing was read by Dr. Cheater Rowel), and 
the] Btibject was "La grippe and its 
eequehe." 


Fresno has just passed through a mild 


epidemic of "the 
grip," aa it ia famil- 


iarly called, and the discussion, while 
veiled in professional language, becomes 
interesting when expressed in every 
day terms. There was a general agree- 
ment on the nature of the disease, and 
also on the comparatively meager liter- 
ature on a malady of which nineteen 
eerious epidemics have been traced in 
history since 1030 A. D. 
Dr. Rowell 


pointed out that Ap pel ton's encyclo- 
paedia contained a large amount ot^val- 
uable historical information on the eab- 
ject, but outflide of thia, and a. special 
paper in a New York medical journal, 
little . information was obtainable. In 
dwelling on the Bequelte or after effects 
of the grip, Dr. Rowell said he had no- 
ticed very frequently in patients who 
had come here from the east to get the 
benefit of the climate, that there was a 
consolidation of a portion of the lung, 
most commonly the left Inntr.
